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The Mount Hope Bull Index

LL TOO few American breeders of farm animals have 

A ever heard of Mount Hope Farm at Williamstown, 

Mass., and so know nothing of the quiet work for 

their benefit, so far-reaching as to be attracting long visits 
from experts sent over by alert foreign governments. 

When we visited Mount Hope the last of October there 
were an Italian and a German there who had been there 
some months. A Greek had been there for about a year. 
QCther countries also previously had representatives there. 
To direct American attention to the tremendously impor- 
tant contribution of this institution is the object of this 
sketch. 

Some who read “A Challenge to America” in the Oc- 
tober 10th number of “Hoard’s Dairyman” were highly in- 
dignant at the disparaging remarks about the value of 
type and pedigree. Others who have heard gossip of the 
contents of some advertisements published in the Guernsey 
Journal by Mount Hope have scoffed. It is the writer’s 
firm conviction that a more intimate acquaintance with 
Mount Hope’s work and their purposes and accomplish- 
ments will convince most every thinking breeder and dairy- 
man of its value in dollars to him. 

Here is a farm, nay, rather a research institution, that 
measures its success not in dollars in its own coffers but 
in what of value it can bring to American agriculture, 
particularly husbandry. It is, so far as we know, the only 
research institution in agriculture entirely supported by 
private means. Emphasis is needed on this fact because 
we are so prone to measure all our institutions in terms 
of their financial success. At Mount Hope, financial return 
is clearly entirely subordinate to the larger objective of in- 
creasing the practical knowledge and the principles under- 
lying the breeding of improved farm animals. 

Williamstown is about fifty miles northeast of Albany, 
New York. It is in the Berkshires and surrounded by 
tree-clad mountains, including Mount Greylock, the high- 
est peak in the range. The best of New England scenery— 
mountains, trees, rushing streams and rocks—greet the 
visitor. 

We have grown accustomed to thinking of New England 
as conservative, bound to old traditions and methods. True, 
oxen are still used to till some of its remote hillside fields 
where modern corn belt methods and equipment are not 
applicable. Let us not forget. that the early settlers of this 
New England were regarded as and truly were the pro- 
gressive free thinkers of their generation. Pioneers even 
more in the thoughts of their brain than in the practices of 
their hands. Religious liberty, universal suffrage, free 
education for the children of all the people are among the 
tremendous innovations of their accomplishments that are 
our valued heritage. 

Fitting indeed that a descendant of these New England 
pioneers shall have made available for practical use the 
most significant advance in the whole recorded history of 
the oldest industry known to man, animal husbandry. The 
breeding of flocks and herds antedates any other enter- 
prise of man, even the cultivation of the soil. The races of

men since the dawn of the earliest recorded history have 
devoted much of their best thought to the keeping of do- 
mestic animals and their improvements for his purposes 
through breeding. 

Breeding methods have not changed in all recorded his- 
tory. The earliest accounts advised the mating of “the 
best” to the son of “the best”. This injunction has been 
followed, and with our modern understanding of what is 
best, is being followed to this very day. 

To be sure, improvements have been made in our ability 
to measure “the best’’, that have contributed largely to the 
present advances in animal breeding. Scales, the Babcock 
test, systems ot recording. productions, have all added 
hugely to our ability to eliminate the poorer animals, and 
have thus contributed to the advances that have been made. 

Perhaps the largest contribution has come through the 
Dairy Herd Improvement Associations, whose tests have 
sent thousands of our poorest producers to the block and 
forever eliminated their inferior inheritance from further 
pulling down averages. These same associations have also 
placed an emphasis on better sires, that is a real challenge 
to our breeders. 

No one acquainted with the subject will deny that pedi- 
grees can and have been successfully used as reasonably 
safe guides to the purchase of bulls that have proved ca- 
pable. It is also equally safe that comparatively very few of 
our breeders and a far smaller percentage of our dairymen 
know how to value a breeding animal on the basis of our 
presént pedigree system. The informed place great em- 
phasis on the average production of all the recorded daugh- 
ters of all the sires represented. In other words, on the 
average production of all the sisters to the dams _ repre- 
sented. The informed reader can recall many successful 
sires the result of such pedigree selection. But that is 
just another form of the progeny test that Mount Hope has 
further perfected and made practical for the greater use 
and benefit of all. Their work with chickens emphasizes 
this fact. The Mount Hope pedigree for a cockerel of 
their breeding gives clearly the average egg production 
of all of the (unselected) sisters of each hen and of the 
daughters of each cock, and. upon that, reliance can safely 
be made. 

Type makes a tremendous appeal to every true hus- 
bandman. We like to look at animals of pleasing con- 
formation, and we have built up a great educational sys- 
tem for teaching type in our schools, colleges, and 4-H 
clubs. Perhaps we are putting too much stress on type. 
The 4-H clubs, however, have been consistently demanding 
evidence of substantial production on the dams of the 
calves they select. 

We sincerely believe that, on the average, better life- 
time production will be found from those animals of equal 
inheritance that more closely correspond to the present day 
accepted true type of the various breeds.. Mount Hope’s 
herd presents ample evidence of type. Their index selected 
sires are outstanding individuals. The daughters of those 
in milk have a very high excellence as individuals. Wea 
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believe a “Get of Sire’ composed of these daughters would 
go well up to the top of any Guernsey class we have ever 
seen. We are sure that if lifetime production shall be the 
basis for the index selection of sires the result will not 
depart far from present type standards. Surely it is 
within the wisdom of any breeder selecting a herd sire, no 
matter how high his index, to assure himself that the type 
produced by that sire is likewise satisfactory. 

Mount Hope’s study of the oldest available references 
to milk production has convinced them that present day 
averages are due to our increased knowledge of feeding 
and management of dairy cattle and not to any improve- 
ment in the native inherited productive ability of the ani- 
mals themselves. This appears from statements in all 
books as to the average production of dairy cows in for- 
mer centuries, from the modern production of cattle in 
primitive regions where our dairy breeds have not pene- 
trated, and from the wonderful increase which cattle are 
capable of showing where used and bred by methods which 
recent study of inheritance has made available to breeders. 
There are sO many sound reasons for the belief that we 
are only at the beginning of the great work of dairy cattle 
development—reasons which will occur to any breeder— 
that it is scarcely worth while to dwell longer on the 
subject. 

There can be no question in the minds of anyone famil- 
iar with the subject that mating high record cows to sons 
ot high record cows, sometimes called the mating of “the 
best” to “the best”, has failed and is continuing to fail. 
This is in the face of the fact of the improvement in our 
abilities to measure what is “the best.’”’ Every reader can 
recall from bitter personal experience or that of neighbors, 
outstanding instances where sires purchased on the 
strength of a big record on the dam and sire’s dam and not 
much else, have failed glaringly and disastrously. The wider 
the reader’s familiarity with breeds and breeders, the more 
examples of the failure of present day pedigree selection 
methods in actual practice he can recall. On the other 
hand, doubtless, the reader knows of many sires, once un- 
appreciated because their pedigree was thought faulty, 
which their former owner would pay handsomely to restore. 
Very obviously something is lacking in our knowledge and 
methods. 

In these later years we have been repeatedly urged to 
cherish the “proved”’ sire and to recognize him through the 
performance of his progeny. In other words, the progeny 
test—the comparison of sires’ daughters with their dams— 
has been deservedly recognized as a great stride forward 
in animal breeding, although few indeed are using it. 

A number of various methods for making this compari- 
son have been suggested. Of course they all depend first up- 
on correcting all productions to an equivalent mature basis, 
and here the investigations of Professors Gowan, Turner, 
Gifford, Yapp and others have been tremendously valuable. 
All of the methods suggested up to that of Mount Hope 
have fallen short of the requirements in some particulars. 
Some were too complicated, others left out the proper 
measure of the contributions of the dam, and none gave a 
clear picture of both the potential milk producing ability 
and the fat test—facts, each highly desirable as a guide 
to breeding operations. Mount Hope has used the re- 
searches of others and freely credits them for their con- 
tributions to the perfection of the Mount Hope Index. 
Others had discovered that “the milk yield of the first gen- 
eration daughters of a cross between a high producing and 
2 low producing breed, is intermediate between the pa- 
rental levels but not exactly half way, being neare the high 
level than the low level. Fat per cent, in the case of a 
cross between breeds of high and low fat production, is also 
intermediate between the parental levels, but, unlike milk 
quantity, tends to approach the low level. These experi- 
ments have led to the conclusion that in mating between 
animals of unequal levels, milk production is on the aver- 
age about seven-tenths of the distance above the lower par- 
ent, while butterfat per cent is about four-tenths the dis- 
tance above the lower level.’ 

Believing that what is true for crosses between breeds 
might also be true within a breed, Mount Hope made a 
study of the transmitting ability of the 68 Jersey sires hav- 
ing five or more dam-daughter pairs. which are listed in 
Bulletin 281 of the Maine Agricultural Experiment Station, 
also of the 58 sires of various breeds listed in Circular 368 
of the United States Department of Agriculture, and of a 
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large series of Guernsey bulls. On the basis of these rec- 
ords the bull index was formulated as follows: 

Compute the average mature equivalent of the 
milk production of all daughters of the bull. Also 
the average mature equivalent of the milk produc- 
tion of the dams of these daughters, and take the 
difference between these averages. 

“If the daughter’s average exceed the dam’s aver- 
age, add three sevenths (or .4286) of the difference 
to the daughter’s average to get the bull’s milk in- 
dex figure.” 


Mount Hope Index—Butterfat Per Cent 

“The index for the percentage of butterfat is obtained 
by similar operations, but with different fractions.” ‘ 

“Tf the daughter’s butterfat average percentage exceeds 
the dam’s, add three-halves (or 1.5) of this difference to the 
daughter’s average to get the bull’s butterfat index.” 

“If the daughters’s average is less than the dam’s, sub- 
tract two-thirds (or .6667) of this difference from the 
daughter’s average to get the bull’s per cent index.” 


Mount Hope Index—Total Fat 

“Multiply the milk index by the butterfat percentage 
index.” 

“The method of appraising the breeding value of a 
bull by these index figures has the great advantage of sepa- 
rating the two factors of milk quantity and butterfat per 
cent, and gives the breeder a definite idea of the bull’s 
influence on each of these important matters. Of course, 
like mortality tables and all other indices based on aver- 
ages, the figures which come out to decimal points can 
rarely be numerically exact in any particular case. Being 
based, however, on the actual performance of the individ- 
ual bull under consideration, the figures will approximate 
the truth, becoming more accurate as the number of dam- 
daughter pairs, on which averages are based, increase.” 

The thoughtful breeder who has followed the expla- 
nation thus far now has many questions in his mind and 
many flaws to find in the method. If he will ask for and 
read particularly pages 12 to 25 of “Selecting a Herd 
Sire”, available on request of Mount Hope Farm, he will 
find that most, if not all of his questions, have been an- 
swered by actual examples of the application of the index 
to particular bulls representing various extremes and com- 
binations. A table for figuring mature equivalents is fur- 
nished in this booklet, for ready reference. The breeder 
of open mind will be helped also by the tables published 
in connection with Mr. Prentice’s article entitler “A Chal- 
lenge to America”, in the October 10th, 1931, number of 
“Hoard’s Dairyman.” 

Best of all, if the breeder will work out for himself the 
index of a bull with which he is familiar, he will at once 
appreciate how completely the index presents the facts he 
has always wanted. After this actual experience, we sin- 
cerely believe that he will want to continue to employ the 
method and will welcome the day when the Dairy Breed 
associations will publish the index of every sire in their 
advanced register. 


Unfortunately, not every breeder or dairyman is willing 
to buy a bull over five years old or to maintain two bulls, 
What can the Index do for him? In other words, what can 
it do to help promote the sales of young bulls? The expe- 
rience of Mr. Thomas Scott is applying the index to sires 
recorded by the South Devon breed of dual purposes in 
England, told in “A British Review of Breeding Cattle” 
published in the August 25th number of Hoard’s Dairyman, 
is illuminating. It is paralleled by similar tests of the 
Index in Denmark. 


After applying the index to the sires in the South 
Devon Register, the actual performance of the daughters of 
25 bulls was compared to their average expected produc- 
tion forecast from the fact that each of the 25 bulls was 
by a good index bull and a record dam. No other selection 
was made, only that these two essentials were present. 
Mr. Scott summarized the result thus: “In eight cases 
out of ten the calculations can be relied upon as giving a 
very definite and trustworthy indication of the probable 
performance of the young bull, the average error being less 
than 644%. The ninth case will be somewhat wide of the 
mark, and the tenth wholly unreliable.” The writer feels 
that this error of 20% might well be expected to be much 
further reduced if the prediction on young bulls could in- 
clude examination of three or four generations of indexed 
sires and record dams. 
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Milk Marketing in Portland

HE picture of the marketing of milk in the Portland, 
"[ oreson, milk shed for the past seven months would 

look much like those modernistic monstrosities which 
are sometimes seen in art galleries. Away up in the left 
hand corner would be a spot of gray paint to represent the 
quiet organization of a dairymen’s association; the touch 
of blue is how the producers felt. Further along the 
canvas we can discern mobs of men, whirling truck wheels, 
spilled milk cans, great oceans of white milk; here and 
there a city milk ordinance and a stern group of public 
mediators acting in arbitration. The picture is smooth 
and quiet, with circles within rings, and then we come to 
figures—figures of 9 and 8, then 7, then a big 6c sign 
which signifies a price war between distributors. Again 
a dove of peace, a funny new thing which represents the 
artist’s conception of a price filing measure as applied to 
milk sales; and then a spot of quiet art. The picture is 
signed in Hebrew characters, and what the crazy thing 
means, is this. 


Their tempers tried by hot weather and weeks of con- 
ferences in which they failed to gain recognition of their 
right to organize and bargain in the co-operative sale of 
their milk, the directors of the Dairy Co-operative Associa- 
tion, composed now of about 1,800 producers in Oregon 
and Washington, decided to strike. There was no doubt 
about their determination, and for six days sleepy dairy- 
men patroled the highways, and milk destined for hostile 
plants was spilled freely and not cried over. For six days 
the plants attempted, by foreign shipments of milk and 
cold indifference, to ignore that strike which stole the 
front page of every newspaper and brought the appoint- 
ment of an arbitration committee by the mayor of Port- 
land. A new city ordinance prevented the importation of 
milk from dairies not under the inspection of the city and 
holding grade B rating. 

The strike was settled, and a price of $2.17% was 
agreed upon for 4 per cent milk, and a three-year contract 
was signed with all Portland and Salem distributors. The 
mayor’s committee suggested that a milk “czar” be 
appointed, and the choosing was left to the president of 
the Oregon State College. Rabbi Henry J. Berkowitz, 
chairman of the mayor’s committee, was chosen for the 
position. Conditions became normal, and the co-op asso- 
ciation was put on a working basis with startling rapidity. 

Prices for wholesale and retail milk were agreed upon 
by the distributors, just as quickly disagreed upon, and a 
cut-price war between members of this group was waged. 
Wholesale milk to stores went as low as six cents a quart, 
some say five, and ruin faced all the plants. Again the 
“czar” assumed the role of arbiter, and after weeks of 
“you dids” and “I didn’ts” this group agreed that a_ price 
filing ordinance would settle their trouble. 

This new venture in competition regulation, tried for 
the first time in the milk industry anywhere, requires that 
every one of the 150 firms who sell milk within the city

of Portland is required to file its wholesale and retail 
prices with the city license department and that there 
can be no deviation from these prices without a fifteen- 
day written notice. With prices public and discounts 
barred, the cut-price competition was almost entirely re- 
duced, 

Wise counsel from the arbiter, new confidence in the 
industry, and fair prices, seemed to augur well for success. 
Suddenly, without any real reason, the consumption of 
milk dropped an average of ten thousand quarts a day 
among Portland’s 300,003 consumers. With decreasing 
business, a panic again struck the milk plants, and, but 
for the ordinance, price would have dropped to almost 
nothing. Co-operation from two strong chain store groups 
held the retail prices at grocery stores at a uniform level 
of 9 cents for 4 per cent and 10 cents for 5 per cent or 
doubled capped milk. 

Producers flooded the co-op with heavy fall production. 
Surplus milk became a nightmare, but the establishment 
of a skimming plant and shrewd sales of by-products pre- 
vented heavy cuts in prices to producer. Plants pared 
their overhead to the limit, and, facing an increase in 
price to the coop beginning January first, the outlook 
for the distributors was not too creamy. 

The problem is to sell more milk; to bring consumption 
to a level which may be considered as normal in the 
present national financial condition. ‘The milk strike, the 
price strike, the stability of prices, have all been blamed 
for the reduction, without soundness of argument. The 
purchase of milk by housewives has apparently. decreased, 
but, owing to the fact that never before has there been a 
means on this market to check closely the figures of milk 
sales, the drop may be only seasonal. It may have been 
present every Fall in more or less degree, with milk plants 
fooling themselves into the belief that a rival was getting 
their stops and retail business. Facts prove that no one 
is getting new business; the people are not using milk as 
heavily as they should, through ignorance of its economical 
food value. 


The new price for 1932 has just been set at $2.28, with 
sweet cream at fifty cents a pound butterfat, and extensive 
plans for marketing and advertising milk are going under 
way, with both producer and distributor contributing to 
the advertising fund. There will be no rise in retail prices 
to the consumer, according to present plans, but all milk 
interests are aroused to the necessity for selling more 
milk. Conditions have been chaotic. Thousands of dollars 
have been spent and lost, fights have been waged and 
settled, consumption has dropped, production has in- 
creased, there is a surplus of health-producing milk and 
cream with prices low; and through it all, bottled soft- 
drinks and “moon-mixers” are selling twelve ounces for 
a quarter, or “two-bits” as we say, perhaps because no one 
ever bought a bottle of unadvertised ginger ale. And that’s 
the milk marketing picture in the Portland milk shed.

A Whole Herd from One Cow 


By R. M. HUNT, Michigan 


T ALL began away back in 1915 when the Michigan 

Agricultural College founded a Holstein herd at the 

Upper Peninsular Experiment Station at Chatham. 
There was only one thing certain as to the kind of cows 
to send into this relatively new country, and that was 
that they should be rugged and hearty. Although several 
cOws were secured as the basis of the herd, the progeny 
from one now dominate the herd. 

This foundation cow, Beauty Pietertje Segis De Kol 
by name, was purchased when two years of age, along 
with her offspring, a heifer calf. The mother and daugh- 
ter are still in the herd and are the only survivors of the 
original herd established in 1915. 

Beauty Pietertje Segis De Kol, or Number 9, as she is 
recorded in the Chatham Station Herd Book, was not con- 
sidered a remarkable cow. From a production standpoint 
she was very ordinary, yet very persistent. As a two-year- 
old she made an official record of 367.4 pounds of milk and 
14.184 pounds of butter, As a sixteen-year-old cow, with 
only three quarters, she made in the Holstein-Friesian 
Herd Test a record of 10,535 pounds of milk and 345.48 
pounds of butterfat in 289 days. 

Beginning at the age of eleven years, when she was 
a three-quarters cow, her average ilsr four years in C. T. A. 
work was 8,413 pounds of milk and 264 pounds of butterfat. 

When in her prime, from five to ten years of age, she 
was not tested, although her milk record is available. We 
find that as a seven-year-old she gave 15,184 pounds of milk 
and that during the six-year period her lowest record was 
10,240 pounds of milk. In the four years that she was in 
Cc. T. A. work her average butterfat test was 3.04 per cent. 
Thus, if she is credited with producing three per cent 
milk, it is found that in her prime she produced 455.5 
pounds of fat during her best year. 

Up until her seventeenth year, Ni. 9’s record showed 
a production of 156,538 pounds of milk and 4,381.7 pounds 
of butterfat (5,487.1 pounds of butter), and this does not 
include about one and one-half year’s production for which 
records were not available. No. 9’s records credit her 
with a production of more than‘73 tons of milk and 2% 
tons of butter. Today at the age of eighteen years she is 
still producing well. 

Her record is that of an unusually consistent breeder, 
with sixteen living calves to her credit, from the time she 
was two years old until her eighteenth year. Now she is 
again safe in calf and in good physical condition. 

From the standpoint of the experiment station, it was 
unfortunate that eight of her sixteen calves were males; 
but when considered from the standpoint of Michigan 
Upper Peninsular farmers, it was probably a good thing. 
These eight males were sold to Upper Peninsular dairy- 
men and directly or indirectly have helped to build up a 
number of herds. 


Agriculture, and especially dairying, is relatively new 
in this country, and these pure bred bulls undoubtedly 
made a marked improvement in the quality of many dairy 
cattle. A total of twenty-nine male descendants from this 
one foundation cow have gone into service. 

It was also unfortunate from the standpoint of the 
station that two of No. 9’s heifer calves were sold and that 
one died as a two-year-old. In spite of this, there are now 
thirty-one females in the herd which are direct descend- 
ants of No, 9. 

The average butterfat test of this foundation cow was 
quite low. The first bull used in this herd did not increase 
it. In fact, he slightly decreased the test, some of his 
daughters testing below 3 per cent fat, although their milk 
production was greater than that of their dams. The 
second herd sire increased the fat percentage, but he also 
decreased the milk production of his daughters in compari- 
son to the production of their dams. Since the second, 
all of the herd sires used at the Chatham station have 
gradually increased the butterfat test without reducing, 
and sometimes even increasing, the milk production. 

While the production records of the female descendants 
of No. 9 are not remarkable, they are quite creditable con- 
sidering that they were made under ordinary conditions 
of feeding and care. 

No. 9’s first daughter, known as No. 18, which was pur- 
chased with her dam in 1915, has produced a total of 
160,408 pounds of milk and 4,794.9 pounds of butterfat in 
her lifetime and gives promise of producing for years to 
come. 


The second daughter, No. 37, freshening at two years 
of age, produced 14,558 pounds of milk and 409.8 pounds 
of fat in her first lactation period. At 4% years of age 
she made a semi-official record of 20,788 pounds of milk 
and 643.2 pounds of fat in one year. 


The first fifteen female descendants of No. 9 made an 
average production of 11,622 pounds of milk and 323.7 
pounds of fat each, in the first lactation period. 


Through all of these generations No. 9 has contributed 
her unusual hardihood and rugged constitution, so that her 
great great great-grandaughters are as rugged as she her- 
self is. 


This foundation cow also possessed, and has passed 
on to many of her descendants, a creditable type. In 1930 
at the Upper Peninsular State Fair at Escanaba the win- 
ning Holstein herd was all her progeny, as was also the 
grand champion female and the grand champion bull. 
No. 18, the first daughter of No. 9, stood first in the aged 
cow class, although she was fifteen years old. At the 
Michigan State.Fair 1930 this foundation cow, exhibited 
with more than thirty of her direct descendants, attracted 
wide attention.

Nakcta Piebe Homestead Donna 
1257158 is just reported as the new 
World’s Champio.i two-year-old in the 
365-day division on, twice-a-day milk- 
ing, with 737 lbs. fat from 19,182.8 lbs. 
milk, which also sets a new American 
record for milk. She displaces as fat 
champion the Canadian heifer, Echo 
Waldorf Clyde, pictured below (710 
Ibs. fat), and as American Champion 
for fat she displaced Lottie Lavera 
Model with 605.4 lbs. fat, owned by G. 
W. Lund, Norwalk, Ohio. “Donna” 
was bred and developed by the State 
Agricultural College, Fargo, N. D. We 
are told that she was born on the fair- 
grounds at Fargo the day before her 
dam won the three-year-old class. 
About three years later she freshened 
on the fairgrounds at the age of 2 
years, 11 months, 24 days, when she 
placed fourth in the’ three-year-old 
class although actually not quite three 
years old amd started her record- 
breaking year’s work. While on test 
she ran with the herd at pasture and 
stood in stanchions except for about 
five months, in which she had _ the 
advantage of a box stall.

UTHORITIES on genetics are agreed upon the value 
A of the proven sire as a fundamental factor in im- 

proved breeding methods. Among the several dif- 
ferent methods of evaluating the work of such sires that 
have been brought forward, perhaps none has attracted 
wider attention than the Mount Hope Bull Index. The 
basic idea is a comparison of the records of the daughters 
of a sire with the records of their dams, with a formula 
for computing the sire’s index of transmitting ability from 
the amount of improvement or falling off in production 
shown by his daughters when thus compared with their 
dams. Recognizing the impossibility of successful breed- 
ing over a term of years strictly by mathematical formula, 
it would seem that the Mount Hope Bull Index, properly 
interpreted, should provide much helpful information for 
the constructive breeder. 


Mr. H. W. Allyn, of Rock River Farms, has become 
greatly interested in the possibilities of this Mount Hope 
plan, and in this issue we present an account of his recent 
visit to Mount Hope Farm and some of his impressions 
gained from his studies thus far. We hope this description 
which Mr. Allyn has prepared will help our breeders to a 
clearer understanding of the matter and will promote 
thoughtful consideration. of the subject by them. 

Supt. Norton is likewise making a detailed analysis of 
the plan based upon a first hand discussion of the subject 
with Mr, Prentice, of Mount Hope Farm, and covering 
direct application of the index method to the work of large 
numbers of sires in cur own breed. He will doubtless have 
something interesting to report later on. 

Before any official action is taken regarding the in- 
corporation of such a system in our own Advanced Regis- 
try, there are a number of angles that apparently need 
more study. One is the matter of mature equivalents, 
which are used to place all records on a comparable basis. 
It must be recognized that certain lines of breeding seem 
to develop more rapidly than others—that the daughters of 
some sires are much better proportionately as 2-year-olds 
than they are as mature cows, while with other sires the 
reverse is true, their daughters doing much more credit- 
able work in mature form than as heifers. This may be 
due in part to methods of care and development, but not 
entirely so by any means. Application of the Index rule 
to selected daughters, as in the Advanced Registry, may 
also be misleading in some cases. 

Personally, too, we are not yet ready to concede that 
type is a matter of no concern to the breeder, and in that 
respect our present system of Bronze, Silver and Gold 
Medal sires carries something of great value that we do 
not feel should be cast aside for a system of evaluation 
that takes into account production records alone. Perhaps 
some combination of the two ideas may be evolved that 
will be an improvement over anything we have now as a 
guide to the breeder. In any event, the subject is a highly 


interesting and important one—and we will all doubtless 
be hearing more about it during the coming year. 
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Prizes at Fairs 


N connection with the report of the meeting of the Board 
| of Directors at Chicago which appeared in our Decem- 

ber 12 issue, readers will have noted the action to discon- 
tinue the offering of prize money at fairs by the Associa- 
tion for 1932. The traditional policy of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association for many years has been a liberal one in 
the matter of offering prizes at fairs, as a stimulus for 
strong Holstein exhibits. The other dairy breeds formerly 
followed the same practice but in the period of retrench- 
ment following the boom times of a dozen years ago, 
most of them discontinued the offering of prize money for 
their breed on the theory that it was up to the fair man- 
agements to provide sufficient monetary inducement to 
attract exhibitors, and these associations have followed the 
practice instead of spending money rather liberally for 
breed extension displays. The American Jersey Cattle 
Club, for the past several years, have modified their policy 
to the extent of putting up several thousand dollars for 
special contests at designated regional shows, the shows 
thus designated showing their appreciation of the selec- 
tion by added premiums for the Jersey classifications. 

We have not felt that this system, even though it did 
result in some additional prize offering from the limited 
number of fair organizations concerned, meant as much 
to the continued development of the show ring as the 
consistent policy of general support carried out by the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America. 

Much as we regretted the necessity for the action of 
the board at Chicago in voting to discontinue the offering 
of prizes at fairs in 1932, we recognize it as a necessity 
under the financial conditions existing, as shown by the 
budget forecast for 1932. We hope, however, that it may 
not be necessary to abandon this policy for more than 
a short temporary period. Of course, it may be a time 
of retrenchment for the various fairs, but we want to urge 
upon their managements, particularly in the northern 
section of the United States, that in the past they have 
seldom been called upon to offer prize money flor Holsteins 
on a scale anywhere in proportion to the size or im- 
portance of the Holstein exhibits in comparison with the 
other breeds, that they have been able to depend upon 
the added money offered by the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 


tion of America to make their Holstein classifications 
attractive. Now that the Holstein-Friesian Association is 


temporarily forced to withdraw its added money offering, 
it is no more than fair for the Holstein breeders to expect 
that in recognition of the support they have had for many 
years in the past, they will meet the present situation with 
adequate offerings of their own for the Holstein exhibits. 

The organizations of breeders in the different states, 
most of which will be holding their meetings within the 
next two or three months, might well give some attention 
to this matter in the way of discussion, adoption of resolu- 
tions, and the appointment of committees to confer per- 
sonally with the state fair managements of their respective 
states. 

We believe our breeders who are actively engaged in 
showing will recognize in the right spirit the need and 
necessities of the present situation and that so far as pos- 
sible they will go ahead with their plans for showing in 
1932 regardless, recognizing as they do the value and im- 
portance of the show ring as a medium of breed extension 
and advancement and its value in advertising the herds 
participating. If we will all meet the present situation 
in the spirit that has been demionstrated during 1931 by 
the breeders who have gone on with their show ring efforts 
and made this past year a memorable one so far as show 
ring seasons are concerned, and likewise with the same 
spirit that has maintained the testing programs so surpris- 
ingly well during the past year, these combined efforts 
will go far toward leading our industry back to a higher 
plane of prosperity. 


The Cover 


ONORING our front cover this week is King Bessie 
Korndyke Ormsby 574194, who has just been made 
All-American for the third consecutive year. Show- 

ing in two-year-old form, he went through a hard season 
undefeated, winning his class at the National, Waterloo, 
Central States Exposition and the Illinois, Iowa, Minnesota 
and South Dakota State Fairs, taking the grand champion- 
ship at the last three shows named. In 1930 he was All- 
American senior yearling, after winning junior champion

honors at the National, Waterloo, Eastern States, Wis- 
consin State Fair and Brockton. At the first four of the 
shows named above he defeated the only bull that has 
ever placed ahead of him in his career of three years. He 
was undefeated as a calf and the outstanding choice for 
All-American, after winning at the National, Waterloo, 
Iowa and Illinois State Fairs and junior champion at 
Minnesota State Fair and Central States Exposition. 


In the past we have on rare occasions seen an All- 
American bull calf come back to win All-American honors 
as a yearling, but King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby is the 
only All-American bull calf that has been All-American 
for the next two years, as yearling and two-year-old. The 
nearest approach to this record is that of his ewn sire, 
King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje, who was Reserve All- 
American calf, All-American senior yearling and All-Ameri- 
can two-year-old. He is one of the seven different off- 
spring of “King Bessie” that have received All-American 
mention, a total of ten times. No other sire has more than 
five offspring that have had All-American mention and no 
other sire has a greater total of All-American mentions for 
his offspring than has King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje. 

King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby is an intensely linebred 
Ormsby. Not only does “King Bessie” have three near 
Ormsby crosses, but the dam is also line bred in Ormsby, 
being sired by Duke Pietertje Korndyke Ormsby and 
from a daughter of Sir P. O. M. 41st, thus combining the 
blood of two outstanding sons of “Old Sir Piet”. He was 
bred at Elmwood Farms, Deerfield, Ill., and was purchased 
as a calf by E. O, Paul & Son, Cambridge City, Ind., his 
breeder retaining a showing interest in him.

AUTOMOBILES, SAFETY RAZORS AND BULLS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


A meeting was recently held in Madison County by the 
Better Sires committee of the Farm Bureau in order to 
outline a program of sire improvement work for that coun- 
ty. Mr. L. C, Morris, president of the Madison County 
Holstein Club, offered a testimonial that was very interest- 
ing. He stated that he would be very glad to put out his 
best bull calves in the neighborhood for ten dollars apiece. 
A good many Holstein breedes have made statements in 
the past that they would not think of giving their good 
bull calves away. They figured that it cheapened the 
breed. Mr. Morris stated that putting these bulls out 
locally would give him a chance to check up on the bulls 
in case he wanted to use one in the future. He also 
stated that invariably the buyers saw the results of these 
good bulls and came back for the purchase of heifers at a 
good price. He figured he made up on the additional price 
received for heifers what he might have spent in develop- 
ing good-will and advertising. 

It has been stated in the past that automobile com- 
panies could sell their automobiles for the actual cost of 
production and make all their dividends and overhead cost 
on the sales of parts. 

The whole world is interested in the last advertising 
campaign put on by one of the popular safety razor com- 
panies. A good gold plated safety razor with an extra 
blade could be obtained free with a tube of toothpaste or 
a tube of shaving soap. This safety razor manufacturer 
could afford to give away the razors in order to sell the 
blades. 

How about bulls? Can we afford to establish some 
good-will by fixing the Holstein characteristics in our 
grade herds? The best pure bred sires are the finest kind 
of demonstrations to these grade cow owners on the merits 
of the Holstein breed. The future sales should help to. 
take care of this advertising cost. 

In a recent publication put out by one of the leading 
dairy supply manufacturers, this company was encourag- 
ing their salesmen to put separators and milking machines 
in barns on trial. Of course it is not convenient to put 
out the best cows in a man’s herd for trial in some other 
herd. However, there is opportunity to put out some good 
bulls where they will demonstrate the value of a man’s 
cattle and also the value of the Holstein breed. At the 
present time, when money is scarce and bull calves are a 
drug on the market, is it not a good time to do something 
for the development of Holsteins in herds where there 
is no particular breed established?—S. J. Brownell, Secre- 
tary New York Holstein-Friesian Association. 


DISSAPPROVES NEW TESTING FEE 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


Whether the recent notice from the Advanced Registry 
office anent change in A. R. rules finds favor with breed- 
ers doing testing, is problematical. There may not be 
much adverse comment coming forth regarding the first 
four items, but I feel certain that the last paragraph, con- 
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cerning the charge of an entry fee of one dollar for each 
cow started on test for Advanced Registry in addition to 
the regular two dollar testing fee, should justly receive 
some criticism. 

It is difficult to perceive that as much as a one dollar 
per cow fee is necessary to help defray the expense of 
publishing the Blue Book. Using 1930 figures as a basis, 
I think you will find that a one dollar per cow fee plus 
the regular two dollar testing fee would bring in more than 
three times as much as was received as income from the 
sale of A. R. Year Books. This would mean that over six 
dollars would be received for a book costing about four 
dollars. ; 

If, however, a one dollar per cow fee is absolutely nec- 
essary, then, in all fairness, the rule should be changed 
to read, “$1.00 for each cow on test more than 150 days”. 
This change will give the breeder a chance to take off test 
a cow that is not doing herself justice without having to 
pay a fee for an incompleted record. Also it will not deter 
him from starting on test a cow that will make a cred- 
itable record although showing no such prospects at first.

D. Fogg, Bridgton, N. J. This junior 
yearling, out of one of the good daugh- 
ters of King Piebe of York, was jun- 
ior champion at Raleigh, N. C., first 
at Columbia, S. C., and Richmond, Va., 
second at Worcester, Mass., and 
fourth at Eastern States. He will be 
mated with some typy, heavy produc- 
ing daughters of King Piebe of York 
45th, in Mr. Fogg’s herd. Another son 
of the same sire, Piebe Homestead of 
York 6th, out of a granddaughter of 
King Piebe of York, went to & H. 
Dougherty, York, Pa., Robertson 
Farms retaining a part interest. This 
calf won first at Richmiond, Kutz- 
town, Quakertown, Reading and Ham- 
burg, N Y., second at Worcester, 
Raleigh and Columbia, third at Tren- 
ton and fourth at Eastern States. Mr. 
Robertson writes that he is still in 
the hospital and gradually improving 
from his serious accident of several 
years ago. 

Triune Butter Boy, senior sire in 
the herds of R. B. Arnold, C. S. Chaf- 
fee and W. L. Pruyne of Bradford 
County, Pa., appears to be following 
in the footsteps of his illustrious pred- 
ecessor, Bell Farm Chieftain, noted 
Silver Medal Sire. Mr. Arnold sends 
us a report of the C. T. A. work of the 
first six daughters of the Triune bull 
which shows an average of 605.4 lbs. 
fat from 16,379 lbs. milk in an aver- 
age period of 313 days as against an 
average for their dams of 451.5 lbs. fat 
from 12,328 lbs. milk in 326 days, a 
percentage increase of 33% for milk 
and 34.1% for fat, all records being 
figured on. a mature basis in accord- 
ance with D. H. I. A. rules. Mr. Arnold 
writes: 

“The interesting thing about the 
above comparison is that four of the 
six dams were right in the herd and 
tested at the same time and under 
the same conditions as their daugh- 
ters, all receiving exactly the same 
care; also four of the dams are Chief- 
tain daughters. We did not believe 
it would be possible for ‘“‘Triune” to 
sire a bunch of daughters that would 
produce more milk and more fat than 
the Chieftain daughters. This means 
that every producing female in my 
herd is sired by a proved bull.” 





Miss Mooie Fobes, one of several 
choice daughters of Sir Bess Ormsby 
Fobes at Ventnor Farms, Gustave 
Pabst, owner, Oconomowoc, Wis., fin- 
ished early in December with a senior 
three-year-old record of 968.7 lbs. fat 
from 26,481 lbs. milk, She will be re- 
membered as making a senior two- 
year-old record of over 800 Ibs. fat, 
coming back in three-year-old form 
with a 34-lb. seven-day butter record. 
Mr. Pabst has a yearling son of this 
great young cow, sired by the Pabst 
Farms herd sire, Carnation Sensation; 
also a daughter of the same dam sired 
by DeCreamCo Calamity Posch and 
due some time this month by Carna- 
tion Sensation. A picture of Miss 
Mooie Fobes will appear shortly in 
our Picture Gallery. 


J. G. Cook & Son, Amherst, Mass., 
write that the bull that they ad-

The Coye Holstein Herd 


By H. H. LYON 


Earlville ‘is a sort of central 
point for MHolstein-Friesian cattle. 
That is the reason that sales stables 
and a pavilion are built there. Not 
that Earlville itself furnishes’ so 
large a share of the stock sold, but 
that it does furnish some of it. The 
supply for the sales comes from a 
considerable distance around. At one 
of these sales we chanced to see some 
of the stock from the Coye farm not 
far away and later drove out to see 
the place. It is somewhat upland and 
not really a level farm, but the eleva- 
tion is not very much. It can hardly 
be said to be a limestone soil, but it 
looks to me as though there are some 
effects of limestone coming from the 
ridge somewhat farther north. Mr. 
C. J. Coye, the owner of the farm, uses 
some lime on his meadows and finds 
that it pays to do so. He succeeds 
quite well in growing alfalfa and has 
several acres of it. 

The Holsteins on the farm number 
sixty-five head at present, all of them 
having been raised from calves on 
the place. It is a fall dairy mostly, 
as fall producers prove to be the most 
profitable. A start was made with 
Holsteins years ago by the purchase 
of a few foundation cows and a high- 
class bull. His herd sire until re- 
cently was Bell Farm Harvester, 
whose two nearest dams average 808 
Ibs. fat in 365 days. In the sale of 
last May, I failed to get the price

which his five head brought, but one 
of them sold at $230.00, or much 
above the average of the sale. There 
is no doubt that he took pains to get 
good foundation stock, for one of his 
foundation cows later sold at $350.00. 

Now, this is a family farm of the 
usual kind. It was purchased twenty- 
SIx years ago without much money 
with which to buy, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Coye have paid for the farm by their 
own efforts. They have three children 
also, whom they have educated, or are 
doing so, and the Holstein herd has 
been the mainstay of the farm busi- 
ness, The sale of milk and surplus 
stock has furnished the money of 
almost all of the gain. They do gTow 
a few cabbage for market usually, 
which is about all the cash cropping 
done. Barley and oats are grown, and 
last year they threshed 1,100 bushels 
of grain. This, after grinding, was 
mixed with purchased feeds and did 
much to reduce the cost of the grain 
feeds. One man is kept throughout 
the year, and in silo filling another 
helper is required. Corn ground is 
manured on the sod before plowing 
and manure is spread on lightly at 
new seeding. No attempt is made yet 
to seed all to alfalfa but gains are 
being made. The herd is, of course, 
accredited and has been for three 
years. There has been breed- 
ing for butterfat, and the average 
station test was reported at the sale 
at from 3.5 to 3.7 per cent. 

One wonders what would be the re- 
sult of a similar venture now and 
whether it would be safe to follow the 
example of the folks who once started 
with little and who have made good 
in the farm business. My own re- 
action to the proposition is favorable 
but only under proper circumstances. 
It is true that soon after 1900 the slow 
climb of prices and the development 
of more favorable farming conditions 
were under way. That may not be 
the present situation, although it may 
be. There is more likely to be some 
further recessions before the climb 
can commence, but the situation is 
now much more favorable for a begin- 
ning than it was in 1875 when some 
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worthwhile results were in the 
making. Capital seems to be rather 
more important now than it may have 
been thirty years ago or sixty. Much 
depends on good health and much on 
the training of the folks, Lavish spend- 
ing, that has been the fashion for a 
time, can hardly be continued, and a 
farm home secured with small 
financial backing. It depends on the 
individuals concerned. But if you be- 
gin, don’t forget the Holsteins, and 
get good ones, too. 

This farm is of 125 acres, and it 
appears to be very good soil. It must 
be, to carry the seventy head that are 
sometimes there. I believe that some 
additional land is rented for pasture, 
however, for dry stock and the young 
animals. Even then it requires good 
farming to get results, that must be 
had, if the debts are paid off and the 
children given the desired advantages. 
The oldest boy, after graduating from 
the nearby high school, took an 
accounting course in Syracuse. Doris 
takes the Liberul Arts course in Syra- 
cuse, fitting herself to teach music in 
public schools. She did four years in 
three at the high school. Then comes 
Gordon, 16, now in high school, and 
a member of the High School orches- 
tra and of the 4-H Club band. You 
have heard of that Chenango County 
4-H band. The state knows them. 
Gordon is one of the number. He 
expects to enter Colgate. These young 
folks are interested in schools, the 
church, and the neighborhood. 

1 sometimes wish I were not so 
much of a stickler for the young farm 
folks to stay by the farm as their 
parents have done, for I know that 
honorable work can be done in other 
lines as well. It is not so much what 
we do as how well we doit. It is such 
families that are making the world 
go forward. Hard work to make the 
beginning and carry on, but a life in 
the general sense that brings satisfac- 
tion.

ROY T. HARRIS—A Radio Talk Over WHA 


I am coming to realize more and 
more as I become acquainted with 
different communities over the state 
that they have personalities just like 
individuals. Most people have at 
one time or another experienced the 
same feeling. There is no place on 
earth like the “fold home town” and 
no people just exactly like those 
with whom we are most closely 
associated. That shows that a part 
of the personality of those we meet 
is within us, and we can say the 
same for the places we visit. The 
other part of a town’s personality 
I once heard rather amusingly 
stated. One evening I was walking 
along the street in a small town and 
heard some one, on the other side, 
apparently rather ‘‘under the in- 
fluence,” telling all and sundry 
“I’ve always wondered what was the 
matter with thish place. An’ now 
I know! Yessir! An’ I’m a-goin’ 
to tell you. I never knew till now, 
but I’ve found out! It’s the dad- 
busted people in it!’’ Now, his opin- 
ion of that particular place was ap- 
parently far from complimentary, 
but there was a lot of truth in his 
observation, nevertheless. For good 
or ill, the reputation of a place con- 
sists pretty largely of the combined 
reputation of the people who live 
in it. 


Take Rosendale for instance. A 
little hamlet in Fond du Lac County 
—most people might call it just a 
“wide place in the road.” If it ever 
experienced a real estate boom, the 
present speaker never heard of it. 
And yet the name and fame of the 
place has been carried around the 
world and back again! Why? Be- 
cause of the people who have lived 
there and for what they have ac- 
complished. 


But today I am to tell you about 
another kind of inhabitant, one of 
the bovine species, who made no 
small contribution to the fame of 
Rosendale. She was a cow—a great, 
big, black and white Holstein cow. 
Did it ever occur to you that a cow 
could become famous? Well, they 
can and they do. There were several 
others around Rosendale who did, 
and perhaps I may tell you about 
one or two of them some day. Fame 
is a queer thing. All you have to 
do to get it is just to do something 
that nobody else has done—and 
there you have it! Simple isn’t it? 
And strange that so few people do it. 
But Colantha 4th’s Johanna did it. 
What was it she did? Wed, way 
back twenty-three years ago she pro- 
duced more milk and butterfat in a 
year than any other cow had ever 
made in that length of time. 
Twenty-seven thousand four hun- 
dred and thirty-two pounds of milk 
in a year from one cow! Twelve 
thousand seven hundred and eighty- 
three quarts of good market milk, 
testing over 3.6 per cent fat. That 
is a quart of milk a day, every day 
of the year, for each of 35 children 
—all from one cow. And this milk 
contained 998.26 pounds of butter- 
fat—-almost half a ton—and equal 
to a little more than half her ordi- 


nary body weight of 1,700 pounds. 

There we have enough figures but 
you may be asking who owned this 
cow and wondering if he might not 
have been deserving of some credit 
in connection with the record. And 
you would be right. The late W. J. 
Gillett owned the cow and the un- 
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remitting care that he lavished upon 
her was surely no small factor “mak- 
ing for the success of the test. He 
was punctual to the minute in milk- 
ing and feeding—watchful, careful 
and kind in looking after her com- 


fort. All these things make for 
success in the management of a 
dairy herd. There is much of 


truth in the old proverb, ‘“‘The eye 
of the master fatteneth his cattle,’’ 
and Gillett and his Colantha 4th’s 
Johanna make a fine demonstration 
of it. 


Holsteins at Ottawa Winter Fair 


With about 70 Holsteins jon ex- 
hibition at the Ottawa Winter Fair, 
the herds of Lonsdale Farm, Sussex, 
N. B., and J. Walter Jones, Charlotte- 
town, P. E. I. fresh from their suc- 
cessful showing at the Royal, rather 
dominated the picture. Lonsdale had 
both grand champions and both re- 
serve junior champions, while Jones 
had both junior champions, both re- 
serve senior champions and both re- 
serve grand champions, which made a 
fairly even division of championship 
honors.

INHERITANCE OF TWINNING 


Contributing to the recent discussions 

of this subject that have appeared 
in the World during the past month, 
Prof. Robert H. Lush, of Kansas State 
Agricultural College, sends us a study 
he made of this subject in the Kansas 
College herd, which was reported in 
detail in the Journal of Heredity in 
August 1925. The summary of this 
study by Prof. Lush is of special 
interest and is presented herewith: 

1. From the data available from two 
sources it appears that twins occur 
in .98 per cent of the births of dairy 
cattle. 

2. Twins occur more frequently in 
the Holstein breed than in other dairy 
breds at the Kansas Experiment 
Station. The twinning percentage of 
this herd is 8.84 per cent, or nearly 
five times as high as for the other 
dairy breeds in this herd and nine 
times as high as for the dairy cows 
in the total of figures given by Gowen 
and by White. 

3. There is a tendency for twinning 
to occur more often in certain families 
than others. One out of every five 
cows bred to a certain sire produced 
twins. The bringing together of the 
hereditary factors for twinning of 
Hengerveld De Kol in this sire is 
probably responsible for most of the 
twinning, 

4. The influence of the breeding of 
the dams is noticeable in the produc- 
tion of twins, but is not so important 
as that of the sire. 

5. The age of sire and of dams, 
season of year, and producing abiiity 
of dams appear to be negligible factors 
in the production of twins. 

6. On account of the smallness of 
the progenies from individual matings, 
it was not possible to identify the 
factors responsible for twinning in 
these cases, nor even to establish 
that these factors were Mendelian. 
However, the observed facts agree 
with the hypothesis that these factors 
are distributed in a Mendelian man- 
ner.

New England News Notes

Recent drastic reductions in the 
price of milk in Boston, Worcester, 
and Springfield have driven the dairy- 
men of this section to desperation and 
organization. 





While there have been many pro- 
ducer organizations here and many 
thousands of farmers belonging to 
them, there have been thousands who 
belong to no association and who sell 
to independent’ distributors with 
whom they have no definite bargain- 
ing power. This situation, coupled 
with the unfortunate circumstance of 
competition among farmer groups for 
a flooded market, has brought the re- 
tail price in Boston down to ten cents 
a quart. This milk brings the farmer 
5c a quart for 3.7% milk delivered in 
Boston. Hauling and other charges 
bring the net basic quantity price in 
many up-country cases down to 3c per 
quart. Then take into consideration 
that about half of the average farm- 
er’s milk is surplus selling at still less 
and you have a picture of conditions 
here at this writing. 





The very seriousness of the situa- 
tion, however, is a good sign for the 
future. There is much truth in the 
old saying that “Farmers will or- 
ganize when they have to.” The 
operation of that great “cooperative 
over-all” known as “The New England 
Dairies, Inc.” is nearer to becoming a 
reality than ever before, and the 
sooner farmers make up their minds 
to start it operating the sooner condi- 
tions will improve. 





Cattle prices are low, and conse- 
quently many new breeders are 
appearing. Especially is this notice- 
able in those areas being tuberculin 
tested. Many farmers who owned 
grades before the test are purchasing 
some pure breds now although they 
pay but limited prices for them. 





In time of difficulty I always reflect 
upon one of my mother’s pet philoso- 
phies—‘‘Every sickness has its bless- 
ing.” I believe that saying is especially 
applicable to these depressions. Busi- 
ness reverses cause us to voluntarily 
adopt more practical up-to-date and 
scientific methods, which have bene- 
ficial and lasting effect upon the in- 
dustry and our own individual 
branches of it. Now is the time to lay 
a real foundation. 





Lorden Buys Carnation Bull 

The Merrimack County Farm, 
Gerrish, N. H., is rapidly becoming 
known as one of New England’s lead- 
ing breeding establishments.
